It  is  said  that  the  first  Durleighs  to  come  to  Canada  were  the  chil- 
dren of  John  Burley  and  his  wife,  who  was  a  Freeman,  and  that  all  Freemans  in 
tliis  ^  art  of  the  world  were  off  cousins  • 

It  was  further  stated  that  three  brother s,  Burley,  canie  to  this 
country  j  two  cane  at  first,  and  were  followed  by  several  years  by  a  third 
brother,  Joseph, 

Factual . 

The  U.  E,  List  states  that  John,  my  great-great~grandf ather,  was 
the  SM.  stepson  of  Ttatthias  Hose,  U.E.  This  John  was  baptised  by  Rev.  John 
Langhorn  in  1791  as  the  son  of  Jolin  and  Dorcas  Burlsy.  Freeman  ikxloy,  claimed 
as  a  brother  of  John,  Jr.,  arrived  from  the  U.  S.  with  Ijn.  Rogers  and  certain 

.illiams  men  (see  notes  sent  to  you)  in  1781  •  Likewise,  the  Raldimand  papers 
note  the  arrival  of  Matthias  Rose,  Sen,  wife  and  2  children  in  Oct.,  1781  • 

A  further  record  of  loyalists  at  3b.  Joim  states  that  I-frs.  I-iathias  Rose,  aged 
h'3,  with  two  ch.il drer.  aged  16  and  11,  in  July  1781.  This  family  sopears  in 
subsequent  subsistence  records  and  are  shovm  to  have  settled  in  Rrnesttown 
Township  In  June,  17^1i,  as  did  freeman  Burley,  the  son  who  married  Susannah 
Reese. 

The  rebel  Committee  for  Detecting  and  Def eating  Conspiracies,  /spr. 
16,  177",  had  Via.  Rogers,  Ratthias  Hose  and  Simon  Jsrhart  on  the  carpet  for 
iMfffas  been  with  the  enemy, "  and  dan.  Schuyler  suggested  that  they  be  set 
free  (perhaps  because  they  wore  his  tenants).  This  was  done  sod  they  were  to 
appear  regularly  before  the  Committee.  On  Oct.  \  !7^n,  they  appeared  to  enter 
into  now  recognizance.  At  this  time  i-ose  was  allowed  free  on  200  lb.  bail.  The 
bail  was  arranged  as  follows: 

Matthias  Rose  of  Saratoga  District  LAIXKJR  in  200  lbs. 
Freeman  Tarligh  of  the  samo  place  FAR1RIR  his  Rail  i;:  200  lbs. 
Then,  when  it  is  noted,  that  John  Bushby  a±x  enlisted  with  Jessup  21  Aig.,  !77, 
and  was  csptured  10  Oct.,  1777,  I  smell  a  story.  Relieve:  this  to  be  John 
Burley,  the  father  of  Rreeman  and  John,  and  the  husband  ol  Dorcas  (I  have  asked 
a  researcher  in  London  to  look  at  tho  original  records  to  see  if  IXishby  if 
Burley,  as  it  well  might).  I  suspect  that  this  John  died  shortly  thereafter, 
after  which  his  widow,  Dorcas,  married  R'attlri  as?  Rose,  a  widower  with  two  daus. 
I  then  assume  that  Rose  novod  in  with  the  widov  on  her  former  husband's  leased 
farm.  I  say  this,  as  her  eldest  son,  Freeman,  was  listed  as  farmer  when  he  stocd 
bail  for  Ratthias  Rose,  laborer.  Then,  when  Loyalist  Claims  were  made,  Rose  was 
really  claiming  for  his  wife's  property,  freeman  rade  no  claim. 

In  1798,  Joseph  and  Cornelius  Turloigh,  in  Canada,  applied  for  lands 
This  Joscuh  our  family  admitted  was  a  brother  of  Freeman  and  John,  and  it  is 
supposed  that  Cornelius  was  also.  In  fact,  my  people  considered  the  offspring 
of  Cornelius  to  be  relatives.  In  the  census  of  St*  York  m  17P0|  these  two 
men,  both  married,  wore  residents  of  Dutchess  County.  This  alone  makes  one 
suspect  that  John,  Rr.,  and  wife,  "ore as,  hod  relatives  and  connection  with 
Dutchess  County.  If  so,  then  I  suspect  that  relatives  took  two  of  the  orphaned 
Burley  children  in  1777  or  3. 

A  review  of  the;  tax  lists  of  Dutchess  County  shews 
John  Burley  paying  in  17£o  to  1768. 

John  Freeman    ■       "   1760  and  alter  (lis  claim  shows  that  he  settled  in 
Saratoga  in  1766. 

This  places  both  men  in  Dutchess  County,  as  neighbors,  where  the  younger  Hurley 
children  grew  up  and  married. 

I  do  not  know  where  this  John  Rurley  came  from.  However,  I  suspect 
that  he,  like  the  Freemans,  came  across  the  border  from  Connecticut.  I  have
